Settle advised the naval wireless 
station here shortly before 1 p. m. 
that he was over East Liverpool, 
O., about 60 miles southeast of 
Akron, and was preparing to seal 
his gondola for the ascent into the 
stratosphere. At that time he had 
an altitude of about 12,000 feet, he 
said. 

Lieut. Settle is the Navy's most 
versatile aeronaut, having formally 
qualified to fly aircraft of all types, 
Planes as well as balionns. Major 
Fordney is a mathematician. 

The two men were aboard a sev- 
en-foot gondola, which swung be- 
neath a huge hydrogen-filled bag, 
which is expected to carry them 
into the third layer of atmosphere 
above the earth. 

They expected to start the cos- 
mic ray tests early in the after- 
noon. They expected to descend 
somewhere in the vicinity of Pitts- 
burgh before dusk. If the flight is 
not completed by then, they will 
not have a full moon to guide them 
in a night landing. 


The 600,000 cubic foot gas bag 
was filled with 120,000 cubic feet 
of hydrogen, which swelled be- 
neath the heat of the sun's rays 
in a hyper ong wait after night had 
lifted at the air dock. 

The wives of the two officers, af- 
ter kissing them good-by, entered 
the automobile of EZ.

T'S BRIDGE TAK SUI 
BEGUN ON EAST SIDE 


Engineer Testifies Value of Sec- 
tion. of Span in 1932 Was 
2,202,286. 


‘Testimony in the suit by the City 
of St. Louis in objection to the $1,- 
000,000 tax assessment increase on 
the Illinois end of the Municipal 
Bridge in 1931-32, began today at 
Belleville before County Judge J. E. 
Fleming. 

The suit charges general! fraud in 
the sense of unfair treatment on 
the basis of other tax assessments 
and lack of uniformity in assess- 
ments. Bruce A. Campbell, East St. 
Louis attorney, representing St. 
Louis, said he would attempt to 
show that tax assessment in Illinois 
generally was on the basis of 30 to 
40 per cent of actual valuation. 

With this intention in mind Camp- 
bell called M. H. Doyne, consulting 
engineer in the recent bridge ex- 
change proposition, who testified 
that the original cost of the east- 
ern section of the Municipal Bridge 
was $2,898,908 and he estimated de- 
preciation at $724,727. To repro- 
duce the section of the bridge in 
1932 would have cost $2,202,286 aft- 
er depreciation and contingent fees 
had been deducted, Doyne said. 

B. C. McCurdy, St. Clair County 
Highway Engineer, concurred in 
Doyne’s estimates with the excep- 
tion of a possible variation of $100,- 


C. E. Halpin, supervisor of cap- 
ital stock assessments of the Ili- 
nois Commerce Commission, testi- 
fied the ratio between assessed val- 
uation and actual valuation in 1931- 
32 in Illinois was 37 per cent. Stew- 
art Campbell, former member of 
the St. Clair County Board of Re- 
view, agreed with. Halpin’s testi- 
mony. Other evidence was intro- 
duced to show that the ratio was 
nearer 30 per cent than 40 per cent. 

Previous to 1931 the tax assess- 
ment on ’he Illinois end of the 
bridge was $1,000,000. Despite the 
protests of the city over the in- 
crease to $2,000,000 in 1931 and 1932, 
the St. Clair County Board of Re- 
view two weeks ago announced an- 
other $1,000,000 raise in valuation to 
$3,000,000. The estimated tax bill 
under the latest valuation this year 
would be $174,000, which Comptrol- 
ler Nolte has termed “entirely un- 
justified.” 

Tolls collected on the Municipal 
Bridge are being used to retire $4,- 
600,000 in poor relief bonds. Ithas 
been suggested by city officials 
that, unless the valuation assess- 
ment is adjusted to the satisfaction 
of St. Louis, it may be necessary to 
double the toll for Ilinois vehicles 
using the bridge.

STORM ON EASTER ISLE 


Admiral and 12 Men Marooned 
on Land but Finally Get 
Back to Ship. 


ABOARD 8. 8S. JACOB RUP- 
PERT, by radio to San Francisco, 


Nov. 19.—After a stirring adven- . 
ture, the Byrd Antarctic expedition | 


is steaming toward New Zealand, 
with Easter Island far off the 
coast of Chile, left behind. 

Early Thursday morning the Ja- 
cob Ruppert had steamed into 


Cook’s Bay, an island inlet, to give “ 


members of the expedition a day 
on shore. Admiral Byrd gave or- 
ders that every man was to be 
back on board by 7 p. m. A party 
of six set out on horseback to visit 
the picturesque images at Rano 
Raraku, however, and did not re- 
turn on time. Meanwhile the wind, 
which had been holding in the 
southeast, shifted to northwest and 
began to blow hard, 

Commodore Gjertsen, who was in 
charge of the Ruppert, sent Harold 
I. June, aviation pilot chief, to 
shore in the motor launch to tell 
Admiral Byrd the Ruppert would 
have to raise anchor or go to pieces 
in the waves. —~ 

Admiral Byrd sent back an order 
to put out to sea, He, with Com- 
mander Noville, Dr. ‘Charles Gill 
Morgan, Charles J. V. Murphy, 
Byron Gay and two others, elected 


to remain on the island until the - 


missing men returned. 

At 9 p. m. the missing men ap- 
peared, The Ruppert was far off 
shore and could not come nearer as 
the storm had developed into a 
gale. 

In a mehing rain, driven by a 
howling wind, the 13 men spent 
the night by the big lifeboat on the 
beach. 

Dawn came, but the gale contin- 
ued. The Ruppert edged in to 
a point within a mile of shore. 
Members of the party on shore vol- 
unteered to take the lifeboat to the 
ship, but Byrd vetoed the move. 
Only four of them had ever han- 
dled oars. 

Byrd decided to man the boat 


|with native oarsmen, who agreed, 


after persuasion by the _  is- 
land Governor, to take it around to 
|Binapu Bay, six miles away. Byrd 
went with the boat, and the other 
12, carrying ‘their belongings, 
| walked across the island.

After struggling more than an 
hour against the wind they finally 
got the lifeboat into Binapu Bay. 

The 12 expedition members 
crawled aboard, as the natives 
scrambled ashore. Not for several 
minutes was it discovered that the 
Kanakas had stolen every oarlock 
on the port side. With a favorable 
wind, however, the crew raised the 
blades of the oars, raincoats and 
jackets and sailed swiftly to the 
side of the Ruppert.

EXJUDGE WILLIAMS 
~ DIES IN KANSAS CITY 


Former Member of Supreme; 
Court Succeeded Faris on 
. the Bench.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 20.— 


John I. Williamson, 66 year's old, a 
former Justice of the Missouri Su- 
preme Court, died at a hospital here 


yesterday. 

Mr. Williamson, who had prac- 
ticed law here 30 years, recently 
had recovered from an attack of. 
influenza. He was appointed to 
the State Supreme Court by Gov. 
Frederick D. Gardner, and served 
from Nov. 8, 1919, until Jan. 1, 
1921. He succeeded Charlies B. 
Faris, who resigned to become a 
Judge of the Federal Distri-* vourt. 
He was the Democratic nominee 
for re-election in 1920 but was de- 
feated in the Republican landslide 
of that year. . 

He was a former president of the 
Kansas City Bar Association. Born 
in Carroll County, Missouri, March 
16, 1867, he was educated in the 
Missouri public schools and at the 
University of Kentucky. He is sur- 
vived by the widow, Mrs. Lucy Wil- 
liamson, and two daughters, Mrs. 
Arthur M. Atkinson, Tulsa, Ok., and 
Mrs. Evan 8S.

A canoe trip from St. Paul to New 
Orleans on the Mississippi River 
ended in death for Crawford Mc-

MISSOURI RELIEF DIRECTOR

“Not -as Political Move, but as So- 
cial and Economic 
Necessity.”

COLUMBIA, Mo., Nov. 20.—Wal- 
lace Crossley, director of the Mis- 
souri Relief and Reconstruction 
Commission, yesterday indorsed

“Well- 
meaning men are differing in ways 
to raise the money. Taxes inde 
fensible in ordinary times are justi- 
fiable in an emergency such as e 
now are going through. 

“The only method by which we 
can secure enough money, is 
through the 1 per cent sales tax 
which is not unfair, not urjust and 
will not work a hardship on the 
poor man. It must be remembered 
that it is for the still p »r-- man.”

HELD IN COUNTY FIELD 


20 Owners—Men, Women and 
Boys—Take Part. in 
Free Course. 


“Hold that line! Hold that line!” 
It sounded like a football game but 
instead it was the free training 


school of the Shepherd Dog Club of 
St. Louis in progress as dogs and 
masters marched and counter- 
marched about a field yesterday in 
the 3200 block of Big Bend road in 
Maplewood. 
Across the field in a wavering 
line moved more than 20 dog own- 
ers, mostly men, some boys, and a 
few women, each holding a dog 
straining at the leash. They 
marched to the tune of barks-and 
brisk commands as Max Pfabel, the 
instructor, cried “Single file! Left! 
Don’t let ’em fight—pay attention. 
Heel!” 
Then they broke into single file, 
proceeded about an irregular circle, 
part of the business of teaching 
the dogs to heel properly; to stay 
on the left side; to sit when the 
master stops. All movements were 
designed to inculcate the trait of 
obedience. 
Then came the hurdling. First 
the leashed dogs were led over 4 
2%4-foot jump. Many of them, be- 
wildered at the barrier, hung back; 
some tried to run around it. 
Teaching of Confidence. 
But Pfabel, watching intently, 
called to the owners of the reluc- 
tant ones: “Go over yourself first, 
the dog will follow. Remember, he 
must have confidence in you.” 
Sure enough, after the owners, 
some of the more portly puffing a 
bit, climbed over the boards their 
dogs followed. And the next time 
around, with leashes removed, even 
the timid ones had caught the spirit 
of the thing and were bounding 
over the barrier, even when its 
height was increased. 
Just by way of showing what can 
be done, some of a small group of 
experienced dogs negotiated the 
high jump, one of them, Beau 
Geste, owned by Owen Moran, go- 
ing about nine feet. But the others 
proceeded with their training, jump- 
ing about a yard and later re- 
trieving dumbells. 
Object of the dogs’ school, held 
each Sunday morning from 9 to 12, 
is to revive interest in the German 
Shepherd, commonly termed police 
dog and to teach the: pupils, as 
Hugh P. Storr, secretary of the 
club explained, to be “obedient, 
trustworthy, watchful.” 
But the real task, confided Pfabel, 
the trainer, isn’t teaching the dogs 
but their masters—teaching the 
man to understand his dog. 
“Almost any dog is only too glad 
to do what his master wishes,”

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The report, described as 
first comprehensive analysis” 
the deposit insurance law, expressed 
opposition, however, to the perma- 
nent plan scheduled to go into ef- 
fect on July 1, 1934, contending it 
would be “un-American, unfair and 
unsound.” ' 

Instead of a permanent deposit 
positors cannot occur rather than 
recommends a “fundamental provi- 
sion of the whole banking struc- 
ture.” 

“We conclude,” said John H. 
Hogan, chairman of the commis- 
sion that devoted six months to a 
study of the situation, “that the 
way to assure bank depositors of 
true safety lies in so improving the 
banking system that losses to de- 
positors cannot occurer rather than 
adopting some plan of spreading 
oc- 


curred.” 

The permanent plan set up by 
the Glass-Steagall bill, said the re- 
port, “ignores the causes of bank 
failures and deals only with conse- 
quences.” 

Concerning the temporary plan, 
which goes into effect on Jan. l, 
and the R. F. C. proposal, Hogan 
said: 

“If such things as these will as- 
sist in building up the banking 
structure to a sounder condition 
and remove uncertainty, it is the 
first job in which bankers should 
interest themselves. 

“We believe strongly, however, 
that these are but temporary mea- 
sures and that the real objective is 
a sounder banking system.” 

In listing five objections to the 
permanent plan, Hogan said that 
Congress “did the best it could un- 
der extreme pressure to give the 
public that safety to which it was 
entitled.” 

The objections to the permanent 
plan were listed as follows: 

1. It provides for unlimited as- 
sessments for an indefinite period, 
which is equivalent to asking for 
a “blank check” drawn on every 
bank depositor and stockholder in 
the United States. 

2. Unless some system is devised 
to prevent bank failures, repeated 
assessments against strong banks 
might imperil not only earnings, re- 
serves and capital belonging to 
stockholders, but also money be- 
longing to depositors. 

3. Similar plans have failed in 
the seven states where they have 
been tried. These states are Kan- 
sas, Mississippi, Nebraska, North 
Dakota, Oklahoma, South Dakota 


and Texas. 


4. The plan, instead of placing a 


premium on good bank manage- 


ment, puts a penalty upon it to 
cover the losses incurred by bad 


bank management. 


5. Assessments are not levied in 
proportion to the risks and there 
is no provision for the steady ac- 
cumulation of reserves during good 
times to take care of losses dur- 
ing bad times. ’

Mrs. Maude Hutchins’ -Work 
Explained by. Psychologist’s 
Book. 


“Pictures of Nothing,” strange 
pencil sketches by Maude Phelps 
Hutchins, wife o. President Robert 
Maynard Hutchins of Chicago Uni- 
versity, have been placed on exhi- 
bition at City Art Museum in For- 


est Park for the bewilderment of | 


those who stroll through the down- 
stairs galleries. 

To the casual observer, the 
sketches appear to be, with one ex- 
ception, outline drawings of nude 
female figures, but this, according 
to Mrs. Hutchins, is a mere coin- 
cidence and should be disregarded. 
She has told all about her work in 
a book published a year ago in col- 
laboration with Prof. Mortimer Ad- 
ler of the Chicago University de- 
partment of psychology. 

“The drawings,” Mrs. Hutchins 
explains, “are dialetic. They are 
non-narrative and non-representa- 
tive. The forms you see are not 
necessarily people. It\, would be 
better for you to consider them as 
inanimate objects.” Prof. Adler's 
contribution to the work is an at- 
tempt to convey, through the me- 
dium of prose composition, a stim- 
ulation related sonrehow to that 
which might-be obtained by con- 
templation of the pictures. 

Here It Is in Prose. 

Those whose esthetic sense is not 
reached by the pictures, he adds, 
may derive the same response from 


his prose, if they are more sensi- 


tive to that medium of expression. 

It is all somewhat obscure, but the 

discerning reader may be able to 

glean some understanding from 

Prof. Adler’s contribution to “His- 

tory,” to which Mrs. Hutchins con- 

tributes five standing nudes. 

“Render Hibernica,” begins Prof. 
Adler, with a deep bow in the di- 
rection of James Joyce, “the hered- 
itary exotic, developed far beyond 
the nexus of his contemporaries 
the theory of epibenthic provinces. 
Elevated to the post of syntax, his 
influence enlarged to more com- 
modious consent in the prevailing 
guild hall. The rapid advance of 
his placéntal inquiry foreshadowed 
the scientific method of later pro- 
tection. Toward the beginning of 
the cathode the matriculation of 
his closest formulae were no long- 
er annexed and he, inspired to the 
brevets, where, in the ceremony of 
the writer, he disencumbered.” 

One might think the professor 
had his tongue in his cheek, but 
he hastens to a discuasion of sin- 
cerity, in “Definition,” for which 
Mrs. Hutchins supplies several fig- 
ures, one holding what is quite 
clearly a pineapple, another what 
appears to be an apple. * 

“Sincerity,” defines the professor, 
“ig the integrated and corrosive re- 
capitulation of merchandise which 
belongs to the galaxy of partial 
speech, and .which, entertained for 
its own etymology, is the highest 
good. That is to say, jf it is ab- 
stractly consumed, and if it is re- 
stricted to a society of incomplete 
fulfillment, sincerity can be viewed 
as the aromatized and insolent se- 
duction of tradé, in short, the high- 
est good. In other words, the hkigh- 
est good resides in any simple sub- 
limate of communication, not re- 
ferred to extrinsic postage, but va- 
grantly supposed to be sincerity 
per se.” 

Free Verse to Help Out. 

And in “Axiom” Prof. Adler 
launches into free verse with: 
Unless it is, nothing could be or 

could become. , 

But things have been, and have be- 
come, are becomjng, will be, and 
will become. 

That which is not is not because 
it is: if it were not, negation 
would not be. 

What all that is depends 
must be. 

It is because it is.

Definitions That May Help. — 

As they use the word, Prof. Adler 
defines dialectic as “a technique 
for the progressive liberation of the 
intellect from the limitations of the 
material—words, lines, tones or col- 
ors—which it must employ in order 
to create. The liberation is néve: 
quite complete. It can never £0 
beyond the power to identify in its 
various manifestations what is in 
itself transcendental and ineffable.” 

So, combining the two dialectics, 
Prof. Adler adds, the “pictures of 
nothing and prose without’ content”

FRANGE STRENGTHENS. 
ARMY, FRONTIER FORT 


To Add 6700 Troops in 1934 
—Now Has 125 Miles of 
Border Protected. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Nov. 18.—France~_is 
counting on 400,000 armed men and 
$425,000,000 to banish any war 
clouds in 1934. That is the size of 
the national defense budget in ac- 
tive manpower and money. 

The army of 19,656 officers and 
299,883 troops not including colonial 
forces, will be at least 6700 greater 
than this year. But expenditures 
for the army, navy and air service 
are estimated at $6,200,000 less than 
for 1933. The economies, officials 
say, will leave actual strength un- 
impaired because the cuts have 
been made in administrative ex- 
pense. 

France’s garrisons full of troops, 
its 2200 airplanes ready for the 
skies, its 250 fighting ships and its 
125 miles of new fortifications on 
the German frontier fill France 
with a new feeling of security. 

Espionage to Cost the Same. 

Espionage will cost 10,000,000 
francs ($400,000 at par), the same 
as this year. This system unoffi- 
cially is credited with having sup- 
plied the documents on which 
France bases her contention that 
Germany is rearming. 

The French Government nas ex- 
pressed conviction that Germany is 
better equipped than France for the 
manufacture of war supplies, par- 
ticularly airplanes. The “vaunted 
strength” of the Italian navy aiso 
has been mentioned in the Chamber 
of Deputies. 

In addition to the French home 
army of 266,883 men, the colonial 
forces number 5977 officers and 
125,781 men, the navy 53,750 men 
‘and the air force 27,112.

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., Nov. 20. 
~—President Roosevelt is sending 
Ambassador Sumner Welles back 
to Havana to carry on the United 
States policy calling for establish- 
ment of definite stability in the 
troubled island. 

A brief announcement by the 
President last night, after a five- 
hour talk with Welles, that the Am- 
bassador would return to his post 
was accepted here as meaning there 
would be no immediate change in 
the American attitude of non-rec- 
ognition of th Grau San Martin 
Government and of non-interven- 
tion in the island. 

After devoting his first day at 
Warm Springs to the Cuban situa- 
tion, the President cast aside offi- 
cial calls today to enter into the 
relaxation he intends to have here 
on the quiet hills of his “other 
State.” 

Warm, sunny weather again 
lured the President out in his run- 
about car for a ride about the 
town here, where he fought his way 
back to health several years ago 
from an attack of infantile paral- 
ysis. 

As near as possible, Roosevelt is 
here again as just one of the citi- 
zens. He does not have the White 
House automobile with him and 
when he goes out he drives himself 
in a small open car. The folks here 
also regard him as one of their 
own, unhesitatingly going up to 
speak with him when he is about. 

It is the first visit here by him 
as President of the United States, 
A Secret Service car trailing him 
when he is on the dusty road is the 
only open evidence of his change in 
office. 

Driving up to the Meriwether Inn 
yesterday to meet Ambassador 
Welles and take him to the cottage 
farther up on Pine Mountain, 
Roosevelt called to the Ambassador, 
standing on the steps: “Jump in, 
Sumner.” 

Later this week and throughout 
his two weeks’ stay here, the Pres- 
ident will confer with Government 
officers. The Industrial Adminis- 
trator, Gen. Hugh S. Johnson, in 
all probability willbe among the 
first to come. 

Henry Morgenthau Jr., who as 
newly appointed Acting Secretary 
of the Treasury is directing the 
gold-control monetary program, 
also is expected here about Thanks- 
giving time. 

A telephone switchboard, under 
the supervision of Miss Hackmeis- 
er, White House operator, keeps 
the President in touch with Wash- 
ington and the outside world.

INCOME TAX LAW REVISION 
PROPOSED FOR MORE REVENUE 


House Subcommittee Would Collect 
Additional  $300,000,000 From 
Wealthy Individuals and Firms. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—Re- 
vision of Federal revenue laws to 
call on wealthy individuals and cor- 
porations to pay $300,000,000 to 
$400,000,000 additional income taxes 
annually without an increase in 
rates is proposed by a House ways 
and means subcommittee. 

Many exemptions now allowed 


both individuals and corporations 
would be entirely eliminated. Re- 
duction in the present 50 per cent 
allowance for depreciation and the 
limitation of amounts allowed for 
depletion also are suggested by the 
subcommittee, headed by Represen- 
tative Sam Hill (Dem.), Washing- 
ton. 

It turned over to tax experts of 

the Joint Congressional Internal 
Revenue Committee the findings of 
its weeks of study. These are to 
be put in a concise report for the 
full House committee on Dec. 4. 
In its study, the subcommittee 
found constitutional questions and 
rulings of the courts blocked many 
proposals to strengthen the income 
tax law. Hill said every effort 
would be made to made individuals 
and corporations pay income taxes 
“on all actual gains” and that losses 
reported would have to be deducted 
from income in the same year. 
Some revision of the capital gains 
and loss provision, Hill said, was 
contemplated. There had been 
some suggestion that it be abol- 
ished, he added. In addition, Hill 
explained, it had been suggested 
that a 25 per cent levy be imposed 
on personal holding companies.

They used newsprint made for 
the first time by full-size, standard 
paper-making machines from fast- 
growing Southern pine trees. This 
paper was pronounced in every re- 
spect equal to or superior to the 
standard newsprint now made from 
Northern spruce. 

Georgia scientists say that in 12 
Southern states pine trees can be 
grown in 10 to 13 years big enough 
to make all the standard newsprint 
the United States needs. 

The paper used today was made 
secretly in a Canadian mill, from 
Southern trees prepared at Savan- 
nah and shipped North in a fast 
refrigerator train.

at the teachers’ convention in St. Louis. 
: Behold how they love the country children 
and the country teachers! But the only 
remedy is further to soak the taxpayer. 
Never a word about saving and economiz- 
ing where it can be done without injur- 
ing educational efficiency. 
Briefly, reduce the so-called teachers’ 
colleges to two-year institutions and cen- 
ter the preparation of elementary school 
teachers there.

Some day, it is quite possible, the city will be ap, 
palled by news of a fire catastrophe at the Negro 
hospital. The ancient building, which houses about 
300 patients, has often been described as a fire trap. 
Escape from the west wing, containing around 100 
patients, many of them bedfast, is possible only by a 
wooden inside stairway. The building’s two out- 
side fire escapes are shaky. The death toll of a fire 
at the hospital might well be several score. There 
would be sympathy for the victims, and an outburst 
of indignation throughout the city that conditions 
were permitted that made such a holocaust possible. 
If St. Louis is spared such a fire tragedy, there 
is still the danger that the ramshackle building, or 
part of it, will collapse. This, too, would be a major 
disaster. Even now, the four upper floors of the 
west wing have been closed, condemned as unfit for 
use. ‘The entire building has settled alarmingly. 
These are possible dangers, but equally great ones 
are present now. The high death rate of patients, 
the abnormal tuberculosis mortality among St. Louis 
Negroes, the spread of contagion among hospital in- 
mates, the danger of carrying infection to the city’s 
entire population—all are attributable to the deplor- 
able conditions at the institution. 
The new Negro hospital, now under construction, 
will be fireproof, modern and sanitary, but, with 
the limited funds at present available, it will be 
able to house no more patients than the present 
structure. Its capacity will be 300 beds; approval 
of the transfer will make possible its enlargement 
to a capacity of 600—a figure modest enough when 
one considers that it is to provide hospital facilities 
for 11 per cent of the city’s population. 
The situation at the Negro institution is not the 
only one which keeps municipal hospitalization con- 
ditions below standard. At Koch Hospital, children 
suffering from tuberculosis now are housed in make- 
shift wooden shacks, where the temperature in sum- 
mer sometimes rises to 112 degrees. A suitable build- 
ing could be provided from part of the fund subject 
to the transfer proposal. At City Hospital No. 1, the 
observation ward, where mental cases are cared for, 
is crowded and inadequate. Its condition has been 
assailed by grand juries and has long been deplored 
by medical opinion. Reconstruction of the ward is pro- 
vided in the plans for use of the transferred funds. 
It is the elimination of the dangers and bad con- 
ditions at these three institutions that will be de- 
cided by the voters tomorrow. They can bring hu- 
manitarian benefits to child sufferers from tubercu- 
losis, to unfortunate mental patients and to the 
entire Negro community if they so desire, These 
forward steps can be taken by voting “Yes” on the 
proposal to cancel the $1,500,000 bond issue voted 
in 1923 for a northeast approach to the Municipal 
Bridge, a project later abandoned, and to apply 
the fund to hospital reconstruction. 
The issue has a many-sided appeal. Important as 
is the health situation, the need of public works, to 
provide employment, also is worthy of the highest 
consideration. With the launching of these hospital 
projects, St. Louis workers will be provided with em- 
ployment and St. Louis business houses will receive | 
orders for materials and equipment. 
The requirement for a two-thirds majority makes 
it imperative that every public-spirited citizen go to 
the polls tomorrow and vote “Yes.” With St. Louis 
thus on trial, in a matter of humanitarian, hygienic 
and economic considerations, it is the duty of voters 
to make a favorable verdict possible.

THE MILK MARKETING AGREEMENT. 

After a long delay, a milk marketing agreement for 
the St. Louis district has been tentatively approved 
by Secretary of Agriculture Wallace, and has been 
signed by distributors representing more than 90 per 
cent of the industry’s volume. : 
The long delay was occasioned by the feeling of 
the administration that the spread between the price 
to the farmer and the price to the consumer was tvo 
large. An audit was made to determine the reason, 
and one of the factors seemed to be that the union 
scale for St. Louis milk wagon drivers is consider- 
ably higher than the national average. However, it 
is exceedingly important that further checks should 
be made, in order to protect the interests of farmers, 
on the one hand, and consumers, on the other. 
For the consumer, the agreement is bad news. The 
price of milk will be increased 1 cent, to 11 cents a 
quart. Unfortunately, that cannot be helped. The 
average per capita milk consumption in St. Louis is 
about a half-pint. To families using a quart of 
milk a day, the increase will total] 30 cents a mcnth. 
To poor families with many children, it may be a 
real hardship. But there is no reason why, in the 
face of generally advancing prices, milk should re-/| 
main stationary, particularly since the New Deal 
has compensating aspects, such as higher wages and 
re-employment. 
For the farmer, who is its beneficiary and who 
has suffered immeasurably from low milk prices, 
the agreement means perhaps an average increase in 
income from milk from $25 or $30 a month to $32 
or $37 a month. Certainly, the farmer needs addi- 
tional income and, while this addition may not meet 
his expectations fully, the sum of $7 monthly, or 
$84 a year, will pay the average farm taxes. 
Another hoped-for effect of the agreement is that 
it will bring peace to the industry, particularly an 
end to the long-drawn-out war, sometimes accom- 
panied by violence, between the Sanitary Milk Pro- 
ducers, the farmers’ organization, and Pevely Dairy 
Co. The Pevefy company, which has steadfastly de- 
clined to deal with the Sanitary Milk Producers, will 
now do so. That is a happy consummation. 
We know the agreement is not perfect and per- 
haps a 30-day trial will show many ways in which 
it can be improved. We know the consumer will not 
like it and, if the history of milk agreements else- 
where is repeated, a minority of producers and dis- 
tributors will oppose it. But whatever injustices the 
agreement causes are, we think, more than counter- 
balanced. After all, in a co-operative problem like 
this, involving so many individuals and elements, it 
is impossible to please everyone. 
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NEW DEAL FOR DOMESTIC WORKERS. 
A New Deal for domestic workers was urged at 
the Women’s Conference on Household Employment 
Relations, and the facts evinced in support of it were 
certainly convincing. Servants are paid wages as low 
as $3 a week, and are forced to engage in all kinds of 
back-breaking drudgery; many girls below 17, down‘ 
to the unbelievable age of 10, are employed; employ- 
ers serve unfit food to servants, give them inadequate 
sleeping quarters, require them to work long hours. 
There are, of course, thousands of women who treat 
their servants well, pay g°%0d wages and provide de- 
rcent living quarters. But the exceptions to the rule 
are so numerous that something should be done about 
it. Chiseling in the home js worse than chiseling in 
the factory, for it is more ‘ifficult to cure and more 
contemptible, since the servant has no recourse from 
an employer’s tyranny but to quit her job. 
For servants who do not live on the premises, the 
Women’s Employment Bureau of the Urban League 
has fixed a minimum wage of $5 and carfare a week, 
or $1.50 and carfare a day. No attempt was made to 
set a scale for servants who live on the premises. 
Certainly, persons who are really unable to pay even 
such meager wages for servants should not have 
them. They should contrive to do their own work.

HEADING OFF CONTINGENCIES. 

A high tribute to the extraordinary resourcefiul- 
ness of President Roosevelt was given by the British 
economist and Laborite, Fred. Henderson, on his visit 
to St. Louis, when he said the President appeared 
to have a way of “heading off” contingencies. 

It is that thing of heading off contingencies that 
interests the people now. Everyone knows that Pres- 
ident Roosevelt has repeatedly acted counter to the 
views of the orthodox economists. Thus far, how- 
ever, it appears that, before sufficient time has 
elapsed for the dire predictions of the economists 
to come true, if in fact that would have followed, 
the President has boldly taken another step, creat- 
ing new conditions which tend to offset the prob- 
able ultimate consequences of the earlier act. 

The President shows he recognizes the human ele- 
ment in economics—a thing that the professional 
economists sometimes seem to overlook. It is the 
human element that makes it s6 difficult to carry out 
a planned economic policy. New forces are con- 
stantly arising to defeat measures which place re- 
strictions on the economic life of the people. Such 
forces sometimes become psychological mass move- 
ments of irresistible power, breaking down carefully 
devised Government policies. We have seen it time 
after time in governmental attempts to control prices. 
But Mr. Roosevelt does not wait for natural forces. 
Almost’ every day, he sets up a new set of condi- 
tions. He doesn’t wait for one plan to fail before 
trying another.

Child Labor and the Supreme Court 


Two decisions in which U. §. Supreme Court rejected child labor laws passed by Con- 
gress were inconsistent with previous rulings, Dean Rutledge says; dissenting view 
of Justice Holmes will prevail eventually, he thinks; code provisions and public 
opinion now have joined to abolish this evil; states are urged to ratify amendment. 


N 1916, Congress passed the first Federal 
| child labor law. Since that time, the 
regulation of child labor has been a na- 
tional issue. The law was enacted by an 
overwhelming majority in both the House 


the power of Congress to regulate interstate 
commerce. Despite the fact that previous 
decisions of the Supreme Court had per- 
mitted Congress to prohibit the intestate 
transportation of lottery tickets, impure 
food and drugs, intoxicating liquor (even 
before prohibition) and other commodities, 
as well as persons afflicted with certain 
disease and women for immoral purposes 
—the act was declared unconstitutional in 
1918. 

Justice Holmes wrote a very stron, dis- 
senting opinion, in which Justices Brandeis, 
Clark and McKenna concurred. Following 
this decision, Congress in 1919 again en- 
acted a child labor law, this time in the 
form of a tax measure, on the theory that 
the Federal power of taxation was broader 
than the power to regulate interstate com- 
merce. This statute was likewise declared 
unconstitutional, by a divided court in 1922. 

In 1924, Congress again evidenced its 
opinion concerning the necessity for Fed- 
eral control of child labor by proposing the 
so-called child labor amendment to the Fed- 
eral Constitution. Again, the overwhelming 
sentiment of the national legislative body 
was evidenced in the large affirmative ma- 
jorities by which the resolution was adopted 
in both the House of Representatives and 
the Senate. — 

Congress has three times over-vhelmingly 
declared the regulation of child labor to be 
an appropriate function of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. But this view has been overruled 
by the views of five men who happened to 
constitute a majority of the Supreme Court. 


A close examination of the two opirtions 
in which the child labor laws were held 
invalid will disclose that they are logically 
inconsigtent, and that they constitute a de- 
parture from the established policy of the 
Supreme Court in previous cases, with ref- 
erence to the scope of the commerce clause 
of the Constitution and the Federal t.xing 
power. 

The explanation lies in the fact that the 
court was functioning at the time of these 
decisions in one of its most conservative 
periods. It is believed that the true consti- 
tutional philosophy is that which was em- 
bodied in the dissenting opinion of Justice 
Holmes, when he ‘said: 

“The act does not meddle with anything 
belonging to the states. They may regulate 
their internal affairs an@ their domestic 
commerce as they like. Rut when they 
seek to send their products across the state 
line, they are no longer within their rights. 
If there were no Constitution and no Con- 
gress, their power to cross the line would 
depend upon their neighbors. Under the 
Constitution, such commeren belongs not to 
the states but to Congress to regulate.”

The child labor decisions, in fact, con- 
stitute an unconstitutional *'mitation cr. the 
Federal power. This is the true answer to 
the argument so frequently advanced by 
opponents of the child labor amendment that 
ratification -vill constitute an invasion of 
the rights of the states. 

From 1924 to 1932, inclusive, only six states 
ratified the amendment. The earlier and 
longer part of this period was one of great 
apparent national prosperity. Consequently, 
the evils of child employment were some- 
what obscured. However, by the beginning 
of 1933 it had become apparent to all that 
there was not sufficient work to emplvuy our 
adult population, and that the labor o% chil- 
dren was operating not only to deprive 
adults of employment but to enable sweat- 
shop operators to lower the general stand- 
ard of wages in certain industries through 
the employment of children. :

One result was to revive the lagging in- 
terest in the child labor amendment, and 
this was reflected in the ratification of the 
amendment by nine additional states during 
the first nine months of 1933. In addition 
to this, the immediate evils of child labor 
in industry were practically eliminated by 
adoption of code provisions during the sum- 
mer of this year under the national recovery 
program. 

Thus again the national administration 
has reflected the nation’s will for the aboli- 
tion of child labor by Federal action. This 
view has had the support of organized la- 
bor, women’s organizations and of the legiti- 
mate business interests of the country, is 
evidenced by the almost total lack of objec- 
tion to these code provisions, If the na- 
tional recovery program were assured o, 
permanence, it would probably not be neces- 
sary to continue the effort for ratification 
of the amendment. 

But this program expires by specific limi- 
tation at the end of two years from its in- 
ception. It is, therefore, important that the

Even with a 
weak suit in a weak hand, you can 
see your next move; a five-card 
suit can be rebid without fear of 
the worst. In addition, when your 
partner has opened in either of the 
first two positions, you know that 
the rebid material in his hand 
must contdin some solution of how 
to sign the hand off: either in his 


suit or in yours. You hold.

Your partner in first or second 
position bids a heart; the next op- 
ponent passes. The above is the 
weakest hand on which you can bid.

Confidential Talks With 
Mothers and Fathers.

MALL boys in particular seerh 
§ t0 be born with a dislike for 

having their hair cut, and bar- 
ber shops often resound to the ex- 
postulations of unwilling victims 
about to be shorn. 

What the basic reason for this 
dislike is, it is hard to say. One 
small boy who was wont to com- 
plain loudly, explained in after 
years that he had his ear snipped 
by a careless barber. 

Another declared that it waz his 
helplessness in the face of such a 
weapon as scissors that worried 
him. A third declared that his dif- 
ficulty was the conspicuousness of 
the operation. 

No doubt these reasons and many 
others are valid, and the best way 
to cope with the situation is to in- 
quire into each special case. 

A suggestion adopted by one 
mother was found to work. She took 
her son to a large barber shop; 
patronized exclusively by men, al- 
lowed him to choose his own bar- 
ber, explain his wishes, and pay 
for the hair cut and tip with no 
help or suggestion from herself. 

The next time she took him to 
the same barber, who recognized 
his diminutive customer and greet- 
ed him as an old friend, even of- 
fering him a paper to read whiie 
he awaited his turn. From that 
time on hair cutting became a 
treat because it connoted dignity 
and maturity. 

Another mother turned the prob- 
lem over to her husband, who took 
his small son with him when he 
had his own hair cut, and as far 
as possible accorded him the treat- 
ment of one man to another.
